Strange Ways of This Dreaded and 
Hard Biting Reptile. 
Of some of the strange ways of the 
gila monster, that little known crea­ 
ture of the southwestern deserts, a cor­ 
respondent writes; “I have had some 
experiences with Gila monsters and 
can state that, no matter what scien­ 
tists may claim, the Gila monster is a 
good thing to shun. Indians and Mexi­ 
cans have a horror of it and fear 
it more than a rattlesnake.

lieve that the bite of the Gila monster 
is dangerous bet: a use* of the creatures 
habit of eating lizards, bugs and ro­ 
dents and then lying on sand so hot 
that it Misters the hands and feet of 
men.
